ly believe it, Jesus Christ said, * Is any 
thing too hard for the Lord,” &c. Be.

Chap. Jesus Christ is often called an 
Angel. And the angel of the Lord called 
unto Abraham out of heaven the second 
time, and said, by myself have I sworn, 
saith the Lord, &c.

Jesus Christ had no 
real body, when ‘* Abraham fell on his 
face, and God talked with him” Nor 
when he appeared to Jacob, at Peniel, 
where it is satd there * wrestled a man 
with him until the breaking of the day.”

Jesus Christ 
had no real body when it is said, Exod. in. 
2, ‘* And the angel of the Lord appeared 
to him in a flame of fire out of the midst 
of a bush, and Moses said I wil! now turn 
aside,” &c. ‘* Moreover he said, I am 


profitable ?"’ &c. Others have endeavor- 
ed to find out what they call a mystery. 
Among the latter there is a vast variety 
of opinions, as it is natural to suppose 
there would be, when Allegorical, Mys- 
tical, Conjectural, and Metaphysical no- 
tions are resorted to, to explain the most 
plain and easy paseages in the Bible.— 
Origen supposed Melchisedec was ao An- 
cel. A modern writer contends be was 
Noah, another that he was Shem, and 
another that he was aCanaanitish king, &c. 
But how it is possible that any person can 
suppose that either of ‘hem, or that any 
of our sinful race is Melchisedec, I can- 
notgonceive, without trampling on holy 
writ: Because the inspired Apostle says, 
he is ** without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither beginning 
of days nor end of life ; but made like unto 
the Son of God, abideth a prie-t continu- 
ally.”” But this short essay will not admit 
of entering into an elaborate dispute with 
the sceptic, or with those who suppose 
that nothing can be learned from wh t the 
Apostle says about Melchisedec, only by 
conjecture. Or with those who say that 
his being without father or mother, rela- 
ted to his office; or with a modern wri- 
ter, who says that he abideth a priest con- 
tinually, and at the same time contends 
that he was Shem; and if so, has been 
dead many thousand years. The writer

‘Jesus Christ had no real body, when he

jtwice, and wrote bis law; or when he 
apyeared to Manoah, Elijah, Isaiah, Dan- 
iel, Zechariah, or any Bible saints, what 
ever appellation he assumed, until he be 
came incarnate. Butif Jesus Christ as- 
sumes the appellations above named, and 
many more, such as ** The King,” ** The 
Lord of Hosts,’ ‘Prince of Peace,”’ 
* Michael,”’ “Son of Man,” * Son of 
God,” ** The Lamb of God,” “ The 
Branch,” and sometimes a man, &c. &c. 
does it become us to decide upon the pro- 
priety of the appellations He has chosen, 
or the mode of the divine existence.— 
We may well suppose that Paul’s argu- 
ments were the most weighty that could 
be produced, to break down the preju- 
dice of his unbelieving nation, because 
his pen was guided by unerring wisdom. 
And as soon as that nation is made to be 
lieve that Melchisedec, who met Abra- 
ham, &c. and blessed him, is Jesus 
Christ, whom they crucified, “‘they will 
turn to the Lord, and the evil will be ta 
ken away.”’ To forward this desirable 
result, is one great end the writer has in 
view in this short essay. ; 

There is no doubt but the Jewish

_ To those who believe in divine revela- 
tion the writer would observe, that Noah 
bad a father, whose name was Lamech 

and that he was the father of Shem. - 

And neither of them, or a King in the 
land of Canaan, could be Melchisedec, for 
the reasons aforesaid. Furthermore, the 
land of Canaan appears to be universally 
given over to idolatry, (being the posteri- 
'y of Ham,) Abraham only excepted. 
Him God called alone and blessed— 
though the ‘iniquity of the Amorites 
was not vet full.” The inhabitants of 
vanaan were so universally given over to 
idolatry, that Jacob muat go away to Pa. 
danaram to take a wife after a long ser- 
‘itude. But if Melchisedec was a mere 


lieved with St. Paul, that the ceremonial 
law was at an end, and with itthe Aaron- 
ic Priesthood, and that the priesthood of 
Jesus Christ, (who had the appellation of 
Melchisedec first, in the days of Abra- 
ham,) is better than Aaron’s, for it is pri- 
or, and will never end; therefore it ‘is 
an unchangeable priesthood, whereiore 
he is able to save them to the uttermost, 
that come to God by Him, seeing he ever 
liveth to make intercessivn for them. Al 

luding to Melchisedec, or Jesus Christ 
under that appellation, the Apostle says, 
such an high priest became as, who is ho- 
ly, harmless, undefiled, separate from 
sinners, and higher than the heavens, 
who needeth not daily, as those high 
priests, to offer sacrifice first for his own 
sin, and then forthe people. For this

priest, to put an end to all objections his

it is evident our Lord sprang out of Ju- 
dah.’ He says again, ‘* by so much was 
Jesus made a surety of a better testa- 
ment,” alluding to Melchisedec. Canany 
words be more plain and easy to be un- 
derstood? But Josephus, and his unbe- 


lieving nation could not see it, because 
the veil was on their hearts, and is so to 
this day ; and so far as the influence of 
the unbelieving Gentiles extends over 
them, it may tend to keep them in unbe- 
lief. 

Obj. 1. But Jesus Christ is a priest after 
the order of Melchisedec, ‘* This carries 
the idea of their being two persons. I 
should th nk ifa man builds a house ater 
the order of another, it is an evidence 
that there are two houses.” Fiom the 
double reversed*comina, I have given an 
extract from a late writer, which it ts 
thought has spoken the sentiment of all 
that hold that Melchisedec was a mere 
mau; if they will be consistent, however, 
they must be Socinians. Bot if any 
should say the writer is uncharitable, and 
should deny the charge, and say they hold 
that Melchisedec, beiug without father, 
or mother, beginning or ending, related to 
luis office. Tosuch the writer would re 
ply, that such ao idea will not tn the least 
relieve them from the dilemma: because 
it compares very well with the Sucinian 
principle. For * Aristocles was educa 
ted inva Sucinian church at Sienna. One 
article of their faith was, that Jesus Christ 
is amere creature, who never had any 
existence before he was born of the virgin 
Mary. And professed to uoderstand all 
those texts of scripture which speak of his | 
divinity, to imply no more, than that he | 
was God by office.” (** Aristocles af 
terwards saw his error, and became a 
sound believer, and a gout! man.”” If any 
should assert that it was customary 
among the Jews, when any one had lost 
his father’s house, or pedigree, to say, 
he is without father or mother. To such 
the writer would reply ; lt cannot be 
found in the Bible, but the contrary. See 
Ezra, i. 59—62, where it is said of those 
that could not shew their pedigree, 
‘* They were as polluted, put from the 
priesthood ’* Is it not clear beyond a 
doubt, that Jesus Christ, being after the 
order of Meichisedec, to wit, after his 
own order, ts so far from being an objec- 
tion against his being Melchisedec, that 
it is an incontestible evidence that he is 
Melctusedec. For if Jesus Christ is 
made after the order of any mere man, as 
it respects his person or office, such per- 
son has the priority. Is it not apparent, 
that such as are the writer’s antagonists, 
call in question the divinity of Christ ? 
Can this be consistent with Jesus Christ’s 
being ** the true God, and eternal life ?” 
Or his being without father or mother, 
beginning or ending, while under the ap- 
pellation ot Melchisedec, or at any other 
time? Jesus Christ said to Joho, I am 
Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the 
ending, saith the Lord, which is. and 
which was, and which is to come, the Al- 
mighty. 

Obj. 2. Melchisedec was made like un- 
to the Son of God; but how can we say 
the Son of God is made like unto himself ? 
I reply, This is another incontestible ev- 
idence that he is the Son of God—And is 
the only proper expression that could be 
used—And compares exactly with the 
language of Bible saints. When Daniel 
saw Jesus Christ, he said, ‘- I saw in the 
night vision, and behold one like the Son 
of man came with the clouds of heaven, 
&c. And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom,” &c. And 
when Nebuchadnezzar saw Jesus Christ 
in the fiery furnace with the three wor- 
thies, he said, ‘‘ 1 see four men loose, 
walking in the midst of the fire; and 
they have no hurt: andthe form of the 
fourth, is like the Son of God.”’

5. He was like the Son of God, because 
he was the Son of God.

Extract of a Letter from Rev. Timothy 
Tailor to, the Editor of the New-York 
Buptist Register, dated Edmeston, N. 
Y. June 27, 1827. 

The good work commenced the latter 
part of December, im a district school, kept 
by one of the Studeats from the Theolo- 
gical Seminary at Hamilton.

It was as solemn ag silence in thick dark- 
Meetings were thronged; the 
spirit helped the infirmities of the saints, 
and they began to agonize at the throne 
of grace. It was the set time, the day of 
salvation, and souls were born into the 
kingdom. Both parents and children ob- 
tained * joy and gladness,’ and came with 
singing unto Zion. Scholars from neigh. 
bouring districts, visiting this school, were 
made to share the blessings of the new 
covenant, apd became the happy instro- 
ments of sowing the seeds of the king- 
dom in their own neighbourhoods. I 
have baptized, since the commencement 
of the revival, fifty-three. The work 
still continues, and we trust there are yet 
‘* berries to be gathered in from the ut- 
termost boughs.”

Since the commencement of the reviv- 
al, about 220 have been added to the First 
Baptist Church, one third of them col- 
oured persous.—-To the Second Baptist 
Church, 53 have been added, only three 
of whom are coloured. In the Metho- 
dist charches we learn 175 have been re- 
ceived, and abont 100 have been added 
to the two Presbyterian churches. In- 
deed we hazard the conjecture that the 
number of praying zealous white profes- 
sors of religion has been doubied in this 
city within the last twelve months. 

About ten miles north of this city a 
most precious revival has been for some 
time experienced, under the active la- 
hours of Elder Eli Ball. He has bapti- 
zed about 60 persons, the largest part of 
them respectable white people ; and 
among them one whole household, con- 
sisting of 6 white persons. 

Thirty to forty miles north of this, in 
Hanover and Caroline counties, there has 
been a most powerful revival, and we 
hear that between 2 and 300 have been 
baptized by Elder Barlow; and at Four 
mile Creek, ten miles below this city, 
about twenty have been recently bapti- 
zed.—Col. Star. 

PORTSMOUTH Va. 
The Palladium of June 26, published in 
Portsmouth, Va. contains the following ac- 
count. 
We feel it aduty to inform those of 
our friends at a distance who are interest- 
ed in the subject of moral reform, and in 
the practical success of the Gospel, that 
there is a degree of religious excitement 
in Portsmouth, which beggars descrip- 
tion, and is, within the recollection of the 
oldest inhabitants, entirely unprecented 
here. This excitement is not confined 
to any particular cenomination—nor to 
age, sex, nor condition. The aged and 
the youth, the rich and poor, male and 
female, are nightly prostrate at the foot of 
the altars of our churches, presenting a 
spectacle truly impressive and affecting 
to the most relentless. Nor are these 
devotional exercises confined to the 
churches—the dwelling houses of our 
citizens, with few exceptions, are appro- 
priated to purposes of religious worship ; 
and the whole town presents the impres- 
sive aspect of a religious camp. 

We ‘pretend not to give a description 
of the impressive scene now exhibiting in 
our town, for which we are entirely in- 
competent. We may venture, however, 
to affirm, that it is one, the exhibition of 
which cannot be ranked among ordinary 
occurrences. 

The Editors of the Beacon, published in 
Norfolk, thus remark on the above :—- 

The uncommon revival of religion and 
the number of converts to the holy cause 
of the Gospel, is not confined to our sis- 
ter town of Portsmouth In Norfolk, 
the City of Williamsburg, Isle of Wight, 
York, Surry, and the adjacent counties, 
there has been recently the most extra- 
ordinary demonstration, that the Spirit of 
grace is actively engaged in reclaiming 
degenerate man from the evil of his 
ways. We have heard of many, late in 
the bonds of iniquity, who have laid held 
on the promises of the gospel, and bid fair 
to become shining lights in the Church.— 
Such intelligence must be grateful to eve- 
ry rational mind.

Agreeably to public notice, a meeting 
of Delegates from several Missionary So- 
cieties (recently formed through the la- 
bors of brother Kennard, Agent of the 
Philadelpbia Baptist Mission Society) and 
of the friends of Missions residing in the 
vicinity, took place at the Baptist Meet- 
ing-house in Blockley, to devise a plan 
for increasing and concentrating the ef. 
forts of the Baptist denomination in Penn- 
sylvania, in the spread of the Gospel. 


THE COLUMBIAN COLLEGE. 


The committee appointed by the friends 
of the Columbian College, during the last 
session of the Triennial Convention of the 
Baptist denomination, in the U. States, in 
the city of New York, present to their 
constituents the following report. 

Your committee have proceeded to the 
duty assigned them under a deep impres- 
sion of ilsimportance, and with an honest 
desire, not only to conduct their inqui- 
ries to a favuurable result, but also to 
make truth and certainty; as far as possi- 
ble, the basis of their conclusions. They 
repaired to the City of Washington, on 


of the brethren, R. B. Semple, Va. Luo- 
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Whitesboro, N. Y. W. T. Brantly, Phil- 
adelphia, to which number was added by 
the particular request of the committee, 
the Rev. Eli Ball of Henrico, Va. The 
absence of the honourable James Thomp- 
son of Pa. was regretted, not only on ac- 
count of the intimate knowledge which it 
was believed he possesses, of the affairs 
of the college, having been chairman of 
a committee in Congress, to which a me- 
morial from the trastees was referred, 
bat also on account of the known discre- 
tion and ability of that gentleman in the 
management of important public inter- 
ests. 

The committee were agreed in senti- 
ment that the resolution under which they 
had been appointed, and upon the import 
of which they were about to act, had suf- 
ficiently defined the scope of their duty, 
and that all their discussions would turo 
upon this one question, namely, whether 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars paid 
within the space of two years from the 
time of the Convention, would be sufhi- 
cient to relieve the College trem the pres- 
sure of existing debt. They were of 
opinion that this was the main question, 
but that it involved collatterally three 
other questions. 

1. Will every dollar of the $50,000 
when paid, be made to effect upon the 
College debt ? 

2. Can public confidence in the future 
administration of the financial affairs of 
the College be established ? 

3. Is there a reasonable confidence 
that the exercises of the Institution will 
be resumed, and the designs of its found- 
ers realized ? 

1. In considering the first question the 
committee were not without the know- 
ledge of the fact, that no principle af- 
fords a stronger inceniive to the spirit of 
donations than the persuasion in the mind 
of the donor, that his bounty will be made 
to tell upon the very object which he de- 
signs to benefit. To them it appeared 
evident that every man who has the pow- 
er to give, has a right to know, whether 
his benefactions will be well or ill hus- 
banded, whether his quota will fall into 
the general mass to swell its capacity, and 
render it more efficient, or whether it will 
be dispersed in idle experiments. In the 
present case they can answer with a con- 
fidence which in their mind is unmixed 
with doubt, that every donation will cer- 
tainly reach its intended object. They 
feel themselves entirely safe in publish- 
ing to their brethren and to the whole 
community, the decided conviction of their 
mind, First, that fifty thousand dollars in 
addition to present means will rescue the 
College from the ruin which threatens it, 
and, Secondly, that every cent of that 
amount when obtained, will be faithfully 
and prudently applied to the liquidation of 
the debt. The calculation which the 
committee thus positively aunounce is 
founded upon no conjecture, resulting 
trom a possible change in the direction of 
the interest in question. They have 
made a successful appeal to a brother of 
their own number whose high standing, 
unblemished name and distinguished in- 
telligence, are able to confer an important 
character upon any undertaking, with a 
view to obtain forthe college his resi- 
dence and active service at Washington 
City. This brother, is the Rev. Robert 
B. Semple o: Virginia. He will be trans- 
ferred, should Providence permit, with- 
out delay, to the scene of his new and 
arduous duties at the college, will be ap- 
pointed President of the Board of Trus- 
tees, will have the immediate superin- 
tendence of all the pecuniary transactions 
of the Institution, and will stand forth to 
the public eye, as a central and responsi- 
ble agent in the whole management of 
affairs. The committee are happy to 
say that in making this arrangement they 
had the concurrence of the present Board 
of Trustees in Washington City. 

2. In replying to the next question, the 
committee would speak with delicacy, and 
yet not with hesitation. In sdverting to 
the past, they lament to say, that the gen. 
ius of improvident management ‘s but too 
evident Engagements have been form- 
ed, obligations contracted, and expensive 
plans instituted with no other character. 
istics than precipitation and imprudence, 
and with po other hope of fulfilment than 
the mere possibility of good will to the 
object. It is not intended to impeach the 
motives, and the good intentions of those, 
who took a !eading part in these transac 
tions For when the evilis felt it would 
be futile to pause for the purpose of cen 
suring past events, with any other design, 
than the amendment of what has been 
tiulty. The arrangement with the Rev. 
R. B. Semple above mentioned, will fur- 
nish a proper answer to the 2d question. 
Allthe receipts and disbursements will 
be under his immediate supervision and 
control, in connexion with a disinterested 
and prudent board of Trustees. 

3. The re-organization of the college 
must speedily follow the healthful action 
of its financial concerns. [t will accord- 
ingly become an early duty of the Board, 
io obtain the services of literary gentle. 
men every way qualified to form acom- 
petent faculty. The committee could not 
find it within the compass of their ap- 
pointment to say precisely when this de. 
sirable object would be accomplished ;

its accomplishment by the next regular 
return of the college session. 

In conclusion, it is most earnestly sub- 
mitted to the honor, discretion, piety and 
benevolence of the whole Baptist denom- 
ination, as a matter of duty and prudence 
in the fear of God, to take hold of this 
business, to interpose a speedy and effect- 
ual negative to the downfall of a College, 
which they have once fostered with their 
patronage, and consecrated with their 
prayers.

THE CHEROKEE REPUBLIC. 


Inthe year 1820 the Cherokee nation 
was organized and laid off into eight Dis- 
tricts by a resolve of the National Com- 
mittee and Council. By a recent resolu- 
tion of the Council, a meeting of the peo- 
ple was held in each of these districts on 
the first of last month, for the apppoint- 
ment of three Delegates to a Convention, 
which was to meet on the 4th inst. to 
commence the important work of form. 
ing a Republican constitution for the gov- 
ernment of the nation. The election in 
some Districts was very warm and close- 
ly contested : out of nine Delegates chos- 
en in the three Districts from which re- 
turns have been received, it is said that 
six speak the English language, and only 
three are full blooded Cherokees. John 
Ross* is one of the three elected in 
Chickamaugee, District. This, we be- 
lieve, is the first attempt of a tribe of 
American Indians to form a written con- 
stitution._—-V. Y. Obs. 


* Jobn Ross, says a Tennessee paper, has 
got a very small pertion of Indian blood in his 
veins, his father being a Scotsman, and hie 
mother a half or quarter blood. - He is intelli 
gent, and quite aman of business, and has 
been President of the National Council since 
1817, when that body was organized. He 
will of course act a conspicvous part in the 
formation of the proposed constitution.—Ed.

ASTONISHING FACT. 
’ Our ingenious countryman, Jacob Perkins. 

. bas discovered thatif a strovg metallic 
vessel, fullof water, and closed on all sides, 
be exposed to the acti n of fire till it becomes 
red hot,asmali hole may be safely drilled 
through the side of thevessel. Through this 
hole, not one particle of water or steam will 
escape, a fact which he ascribes to the great 
repellent power of heat. In his letter to the 
Editor of the Philadelphia Franklin Journal, 
dated London, March 8th, he says:—V. FY. 
Obs. 

I discovered that a generator, ata certain 
temperature, although it had a sinal! crack io 
it, would not emit either water or steam. 
This fact I mentioned to a very scientitic 
friend, who questioned its accuracy, and to 
convince him, I tried the experiment: but be 
concluded that tie expansion of the metal 
must have closed the fissure. To remove ev- 
ery doubt, I proposed tu drill a smail hole 
through the side of the generator, which was 
accordingly done. After getting the steam 
ap toa proper temperature, | took out the 
plug, and although we were working the en- 
gine at thirty atmospheres, nothing was seen, 
or beard, to issue from the plug-hole; all 
was perfectly quiet; | next lowered the teim- 
perature, by shutting the damper, and open- 
ing the furnace door ; a singing from the ap 

erture was suon ob-ervable, and when a coal 
was held before it, rapid combustion ensued : 
nothing, however, was yet visible ; but as the 
temperature decreased, the steam became 
more and more visibie, the Quise at the same 
time increasing, until, finally, the roar was 
tremendous, jaod might have been heard at 
the distance of half a mile. This was con- 
clusive. I sbould mention that, at the aper- 
ture, the iron was red hot. 

My beliet is, that water cannot be brought 
into contact with :ron, heated to about 1200 
degrees, without a force equal tothe maxi- 
mum pressure of steam; which is equal to 
about 4000 atmospheres when water is heat- 
ed to about 1200 degrees. That pressure 
would I believe, keep it in contact with iron 
at any degree of beat, and the steam would 
then be as dense as water. It is very evident 
that if it would require that force to keep the 
water in contact, heated as it was at the vent 
hole, thirty atmospheres must be insufficient 
to effect this; but the experiment furnishes 
some data towards answering the question, at 
what distance from the heated metal the wa- 
ter remained, when under thé pressure of 
thirty atmospheres: We may safely aver, 
that it exceeded one-eighth of an inch, as 
the hole was one quarter of an inch in diame- 
tar.

A MINISTERIAL CHARGE. 


Having the example of an inspired 
Apostle, and the fellowship of the belov- 
ed brethren who compose this council, 
and of the church of which you are a 
member, I address you my baother, by 
the authority of the great Shepherd and 
Bishop of souls. 

That solemn and impressive charge, 
given by Paul to Timothy, comprises the 
most important and leading duties of a 
Christian Minister. We mean not to be 
understood, that we confer any internal 
qualification, or bestow any gracious gift 
by giving a charge to the candidate, who 
is set apart by prayer and by these cere- 
monies, for the administration of the ordi- 
nances of the gospel. 

It is on the belief that he is born of 
God, and has received gifts and grace 
from Him, who ascended on high and re 
ceived gifts for men, that we cordially fel- 
lowship his discharging the duties, and 
performing the work of a Gospel Minis- 
ter. 

It is importaot for Christians to stir up 
each other’s minds to remembrance, and 
impress a solemn sense of faithfully dis- 
charging the duties which are incumbent 


If these things are important with 
Christians generally, they are especially 
so with the ministers of Christ. 


an inspired Apostle, | charge thee before 
God and the Lord Jesus Christ, who 
shall judge both the quick and the dead 
at his appearing and kingdom ;--Preach 
the word-—the word of God’s grace—the 
word of salvation by Jesus Christ. 

That word, which exhibits the glory 
of God’s law, and his sovereign grace for 
the salvation of depraved man. 

In doing this, you will proclaim the 
eternal covenant, and preach the ever- 
lasting love of God to his people. 

I charge you to preach Christ in his 
person—-as a man who was made under 
the law, therefore in a situation to suffer 
its penalty :—-as a perfect man, therefore 
in a capacity to obey all its precepts, and 
fulfil all its requisitions ;--es God mani- 
fest in the flesh, therefore able to magnify 
the law and make it honorable ; to suffer 
the penalty of the law in a limited period 
of time, purchase bis people and bring in 
everlasting righteousness, which eternal- 
ly stands for our justification. 


the Son of God.—That he is the mighty 
God, the father of everlasting ages, and 
the Prince of Peace. Preach the atone 
ment of Christ, and the merit of his blood 
and righteousness, as the ground of our 
acceptance with God, and the only means 
of reconciliation with Him. 

Preach Christ, in his character, offi- 
ces, and graces, as a Saviour completely 
adequate to the divine purpose, and every 
way suitable to the sinner’s need. 

Let Christ and him crucified, be your 
darling theme ; preach him in his imita- 
ble examples ; and in his resurrection, 
ascension, and all prevailing intercession. 

I charge you to preach the depravity 
of man; that the understanding is darken- 
ed, the will perverted, the affections 
alienated from God, and the soul wholly 
in love with sin. ‘* That the carnal mind 
is enmity against God.” 

I charge you to preach the doctrine of 
discriminating grace ;--that the grace of 
God which giveth salvation is free, be- 
cause it is sovereign ;—that the only con- 
dition of our acceptance with God, is the 
blood and righteousness of the Almighty 
Redeemer. !n the gospel, you will 
doubtless perceive some truths to be of 
primary importance to the souls of your 
hearers; such as the righteousness of 
God and the holiness of his law, the im 
portance of sinners being reconciled to 
God by the blood of the cross, repentance 
towards God, and faith towards our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

These truths you will preach pointedly 
and plainly, without seeking to gratify the 
carnal mind, but commending yourself to 
every man’s conscience in the sight of 
God. 

In preaching the doctrine of regenera- 
tion, yon will proclaim the effects of it, 
as evidences by which those who have 
experienced it, will be enabled to judge of 
the reason of the hope that is in them. 

I charge you to preach the necessity 
and the surety of the perseverance of the 
saints ;—that the promises in Christ are 
absolute, and that those who are born of 
God, are kept by his power through faith 
unto salvation, Proclaiming to your 
hearers the solemnity of the resurrection 
morning, and the judgment day ; when 
all that are in their graves shall come 
forth, they that have done good unto the 
resurrection of life, and they that have 
done evil unto the resurrection of damna- 
tion. When the righteous shall be re- 
ceived into life eternal, and the wicked 
shall go away into eternal punishment. 

I charge you to preach, that those who 
have believed in God, be careful to main- 
tain good works, that they make straight 
paths for their feet, lest that which is 
lame be turned out of the way. 

That they walk in love with each oth- 
er; andin wisdom toward them who are 
without. 

These things are good and profitable 
unto men. 

Be careful to discriminate between the 
precious and the vile. Make a distinc- 
tion between those who fear God, and 
those who fear him not. Apply the ter- 
rore of the law to the unbelieving, the 
careless and profane ;—the bealing balm 
of promise to the broken hearted, and 
mourners in Zion. 

Feed the flock of God which he has 
purchased with his blood, with the sincere 
milk of the word. And while you preach 
the gospel to sinners, apply not ite pre 
cious promises to those who have never 
felt its power—who are enemies, and are 
under the curse of the law. Support 
the weak, comfort the feeble in mind; 
and lead the old and young in grace, into 
the green pastures of the gospel. 

I charge you, as a minister of Christ, to 
inculcate and administer his ordinances 
according to the example and command- 
ment given in his word. You will there- 
fore baptize no person, but apon a profes- 
sion of faith in Jesus Christ, as the Son of 
God. 

Sach persons as you can fellowship, as 
subjects of the saving work of grace, who 
give evidence of their love to Christ and 
faith in him, you will upon their desire, 
bury with Christ in baptism, in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the

Regular ordained ministers of the gos- 
pel, are the organs hy whom the church 
ought to manifest her approbation of, and 


the administration of the word and ordi- 
nances; and although you may bebold 
the fields white and already for harvesf, 
yet you are to lay hands suddenly on no 
man. 
We ought to gain satisfactory evidence 
that men are called of God, and qualified 
for the work, then we may give our fel- 
lowship to them as faithful brethren, that 
they may teach others also. 
I charge you to take the word of God 
for your directory, and bring your doc- 
trine from thence. 
Preach the doctrine of the Bible with 
the spirit of the Gospel, my brother, and 
then you will preach right. 
Make the sacred volume your constant 
When on the way, attend 
unto it #8 a lamp for your feet; and trust 
to it as a light to your path. Lay it apin 
your mind, and let that be your concord- 
ance :——meditate upon it with prayer to 
God, for your principal expositor. Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God; a 
workman that need not to be ashamed ; 
rightly dividing the word of truth. 
Let your life and conduct be congenial 
with that doctrine, which is according to 
godliness. The best theory of doctrine 
which we can preach, if not reduced to 
practice by ourselves, will have but little 
effect upon others. Be much in prayer 
to God for his direction; and be an ex- 
ample of the believers in words, in con- 
versation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, 
in purity. Be faithful in maintaining the 
discipline of Christ’s house. 
Bring not into his militant sanctuary, 
strangers uncircumcised in heart. 
Pass not over the failings of the weal- 
thy and great, more than of the poor and 
despised ; bat deal impartially with all. 
Ever bear in mind that the temporal 
glory ofa true church, isa regular gospel 
discipline. Meditate upon these things ; 
give thyself wholly to them, that they 
profiting may appear to all. 
Visit the poor, the needy, the sick and 
afflicted, and sympathise with them 
Be kind and hospitable upto all. 
The ministere of Christ feel their 
weakness, and under a sense of the great- 
ness of the work, often exclaim like 
Paul, Who is sufficient for these things ? 
But weak as they are, they can do much 
through Christ, who strengtheneth them. 
The rams’ horns, which were blown 
around Jericho, were crooked, feeble in- 
struments, but by the power of God they 
were mighty to the pulling down of strong 
walls. 
The ministers of Christ are earthen 
vessels, weak and trail of themselves, but 
bearing the treasure of the gospel ; and 
accompanied by the excellency of that 
power which is of God, they are instru- 
mental and mighty to the pulling down 
strong holds. 
Go forth my brother, a herald of the 
gospel, in the name of the Lord ; and may 
the affections of the saints go with you, 
and their prayers ascend to heaven for 
you, that you may be instrumental of 
gathering an abundant harvest of souls ; 
and finally receive a crown of glory, 
which fadeth not away. 


A DEACON’S CHARGE. 

My dear Brother, 

Having been chosen by this Church, 
by prayer and fasting, and having been 
proved by them for a season, and we at 
their request being called to set you apart, 
according to Apostolic example, to the of- 
fice and work of a deacon, it seems pro- 
per to exhort and charge you to be faith- 
ful in the performance of your duty. 
I*charge thee therefore before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge 
the qnick and the dead at his appearing 
and his kingdom, that thou faithfully dis- 
charge the duties of the office of a deacon. 
Watch thou in all things, endure afflic- 
tions, do the work of a deacon, make full 
proof of the propriety of the choice of 
thy brethren, in selecting thee to fill this 
office. 

Cherish habitually a deep sense of the 
responsibility of the station in which you 
are placed. I trust I need not inform you 
of the distinguishing traits of the charac- 
ter of a Deacon—that you have them en- 
graven upon your memory, and upon your 
heart. 

A deacon must be a man of honest re- 
port, full of the Holy Ghost, and wisdom, 
A deacon must be grave, not double- 
tongued, not given to much wine, not 
greedy of filthy lucre, holding the mys- 
tery of the faith in a pure conscience. 

Let the deacons be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houses well. 

And it is evident that under the term 
elder and elders, in the New Testament, 
allasion is often bad to the work and of- 
fice of a deacon. 

it is nearly self-evident, that all these 
high spiritual qualifications, and setting 
apart by prayer and laying on of hands,

From the requisitions demanded, and 
the solemn induction of deacons into their 
office, in the days of the Apostles, we 
conclude that deacons are something more 
than mere temporal’ stewards of the 
Church of Christ. 


as belonging to deacons, are the follow- 
ing: 


ings, in the absence of the Pastor. 
To assist the Pastor in visiting the sick 
and afflicted. To distribute the alms ot 
the church according to the wants of the 
flock. ; 
To assist the Pastor--to enquire into 
his temporal circumstances—to know 
whether every member assists according 
to his ability, in supporting the gospel— 
and if any neglect, to exhort them to du- 
ty. 
In cases where public offences are com- 
mitted, or there is an open neglect of du- 
ty, it seems to be the duty of the deacon 
to lead in, or to commence such labour as 
the gospel requires. 
It is also the duty of a deacon to inform 
the church of the state of her funds, and 
to take measures for replenishing them. 
To provide for, and wait upon the 
Lord’s table. 
Deacons must also hold the mystery of 
the faith in a pure conscience, that they 
too in a private way, may be able by sound 
doctrine, both to convince and to exhort 
gainsayers. 
By praying with the sick, exhorting de- 
linquents, Comforting the afflicted, and by 
reasoning with opposers, the deacon may 
acquire a good degree of spiritual honour, 
and much freedotn and boldness in defend- 
ing the doctrines of Christianity. \ For 
they that have used the office of a deacon 
well, purchase to themselves a good de 
gree, and great boldness in the faith, 
which is in Christ Jesus. 
I charge thee therefore, that thou be 
strong in the Lord, and endeavour with 
an honest heart and prudent zeal, to dis- 
charge the duties of a deacon. 
You are not called to this office, to 
give you a right to lord it over God’s her- 
itage, but to wait upon them—and if you 
would be great in the sense which the 
gospel approves, you must become as one 
that serves; for he that would be great. 
est, must be least ofall, and servant of all. 
Keepclear of temptation, worldiy mind- 
edness and pride ; fall not into the snare 
of the devil. 
Be thou an example to the flock in all 
things. Learn to subdue thy passions, 
and to improve thyself in every Chris- 
tian virtue. 
Cherish a deep interest for the pros- 
perity of the church, and the promotion 
of niety in the world. 
And remember that when a few more 
days are past, your services and trials 
willbe ended—work therefore while it is 
yet day—look for repose and rest in 
heaven only ; for on earth we must expect 
to toil and serve—to be engaged in the 
delightful labour of promoting the inter- 
ests of the Redeemer’s kingdom. 
Be diligent in acquiring a knowledge of 
the Holy Scriptures——seek and learn your 
duty there-—and in all you do in the 
church of God, see that you walk accord- 
ing to its sacred instructions. 
Be gentle~be humble—be holy; and 
in all your conversation, let there be a 
savour of godliness. 
If worthy of sustaining the sacred of 
fice into which you are now inducted, you 
will feel a deep interest in the prosperity 
of Zion. 
You would, from a consciousness of 
the desire of your heart, be able to say 
with David, “If I forget thee, O Jerusa- 
lem, let my right hand forget her cunning, 
and my tongue cleave to the roof of my 
mouth.” 
May you see Zion prosper, and long 
be continued to serve in her earthly 
court, uotil from heaven a voice shall 
call, saying, ‘‘ Come up hither.” 
May the blessing of many ready to per 
ish come upon you, and you be among 
the number of those who turn many to 
righteousness—-who shall shine as the fir- 
mament, and as the stars, forever and ev. 
er. , 
And now my brother, be thoa faithful 
unto death, and Christ will give thee a 
crown of life. I commend you to God, 
and to the word of his grace, which is 
able to build you up, and to give you an 
inheritance among all them that are sanc- 
tified.
